Finances Better 
Says Reiley 


State Contoller Harry B. Riley 
announced in Sacramento today 
condi- 
tion is fst returning to normal. 

The State is continuing to spend 
less than it makes, Riley said; 
its revenues are greater and its 
expenditures less this year than 
last. 

The general fund cash deficteu- 
cy, the Controller said, dropped 
to $77,644,433 at the end of Jan- 
uary, a decrease of $1,015,259 be- 
low that of a year ago. 

In the seven months up to the 
first of this month the 
spent $4,954,029 less than it made, 
Riley reported. 

Its income totaled $100,044,146, 
an increase of $10,047,362 over 
that of the first seven months of 
1939-40. 

Its expenditures dropped $18,- 
128,260, to a net of $95,090,117 for 
the seven-month period just end- 
ed. 

Major item of increased revenue 
was a jump of $8,705,448 in sales 
tax returns. A continued reduc- 
tion in the unemployment relief 
ease load resulted in a $13,888,- 
557 cut in relief costs, Controller 
Riley said.

Court Report 


The state supremecourt has ruled 
that the city ordinance giving a 
100. per cent raise to non-resident 
painting contractor’s license fees is 
not unreasonable or discriminatory, 
City Attorney James Ti. O’Keefa 
Jr., reported to the council at its 
meeting Tuesday night. 

The decision was made On a test 
case brought b Oscar E. Sivertsen 
of Palo Alto. He sought to enjoin 
the city police from enforcing the 
ordinance, which provides for a $10 
annual license fee for resident con- 
tractors and $20 for non-residents. 
| A proposal that Menlo Park ap- 
ply for extension of San Miateo Co. 
Health Department services to the 
city was, in effect, killed when the 
council put off its final decision on 
the matter until its Marcech 25th 
meeting. 

Deadline for action, as specified 
by state law, is March 1, according 
to Dr. C. C. Gans, county health 
officer. 

In a consideration of lighting for

Soon after the State Legislature 
reconvenes for the second half of 
its 1941 session on March 3, the 
gong will ring for the opening 


round of what promises to be a 


whale of a battle on the moot 


question of the secondary boy- 

cott— ne of the hottest labor is- 

sues now pending before the peo- 
ple of California! 

Farmers, fearful of crop tieups 
which might spell ruin to their in- 
dustry, will come to Sacramento 
determined to outlaw the secon- 
dary boycott, regardless of any 
pressure labor groups may bring 
to bear. 

Labor leaders, on the other 
hand, are determined to maintain 
the advantage gained when the 
State Supreme Court upheld their 
right to use of the secondary boy- 
cott— and will bitterly oppose any 
attempt to abridge their present 
privilege. Labor, too, is fearful to 
have the issue submitted to the 
voters, as it is not at all sure of 
the outcome, and will therefore 
throw all its shock troops into the 
battle in an effort to kill the bill 
in the Legislature. 

Regardless of the outcome in 
the Legislature, however, the sec- 
ondary boycott issue is almost 
certain to be laid in the laps of 
the voters at the 1942 General 
Election. If the bill, introduced 

by Assemblymen Millington and 
Phillips, outlawing the secondary 
boycott, is enacted, labor will 
probably take its courage in its 
hand and referendum the issue. 
And if the bill fails of enactment, 
farmers, with the backing or 
other employer groups, wil] un- 
doubtedly submit the Proposal to 
the people via initiative. 

As this issue is bound to be with 
us for some time, the question 
arises: Just what is a secondary 
boycott ? 

In the Millington-Phillips bill it 
is defined as follows: 

“As used in this chapter, ‘sec- 
ondary boycott’ means any com- 
bination or agreement to cease 
performing, or to cause any em- 
ployee to cease performing any 
services for any employer, or to 
-“ause any loss or injury to such 
employer, or to his employees, 
for the purpose of inducing or 
compelling such employer to re- 
frain from doing business with, or 
handling the products of another 
empioyer because of a dispute be- 
tween the latter and his employ- 
ees or a labor organization”. 

In blunt English, a person or 
firm not a party to labor dispute 
maw be made to suffer just as 
much under the present secon- 
dary boycott ruling as gq person 
or firm directly involved. Labor 
needs only to declare any com- 
modity shipped to a firm or in- 
dividual with which it has qa dis- 
pute “hot cargo” putting the in- 
nocent shipper right in the mid- 
dle. And that’s the Season for as 
battle! | 


Break Records 


While all records for Califor- 
nia gasoline tax collections were 
broken during the 1940 
year, the new year already is 
headed toward even higher lev- 
els, it was indicated by reports of 
the State Board of Equalization. 

On the basis of the distribution 
of 151,201,697 gallons of 
line, the tax for the month of 
January amounted to $4,536,050, 
or 7.43 per cent above the same 
month of the previous year. The 
increase in the menthly gallonage 
amounted to 10,466,460. 

The tax for January was slight- 
ly below the $4732,038 collected 
on December, 1940, sales. 

Withe the January report com- 
Plete. Board records revealed that 
it was the twenty-first consecu- 
tive month in which gains had 
been reported.

War Relief by U. S. 


Reaches Bi g F igure 


| 


Contribute Over 51 Million 
To Sufferers Abroad. 


WASHINGTON.—In a splurge of 
sympathy for the victims of wars 
abroad, Americans have given $51.- 
700,000 to 294 separate agencies | 
since the forces of Adolf Hitler be 
gan marching less than a year and 
a half ago. 

Of this, $25,000,000 has gone to 293 
agencies, all but 10 of which have 
mushroomed in the fetid atmos 
phere of war distress. The other 
$26,700,000 went to the American 
Red Cross, which was an old and | 
revered relief institution when Mr | 
Hitler was a nonentity. 

About $36,990,000 of money anc 
goods have been sent to the sick 
and hungry and homeless of the 
war, $20,060,000 by the Red Cross 
and the remainder by the wide scat- 
tering of other agencies. 

Since the war started, American: 
have created 238 agencies to help 
war sufferers and have contributed 
or arranged to contribute, through 
17 other religious or beneficent or 
ganizations that were already in ex- 
istence. 

In number of agencies, Poland 
has had more volunteer helpers in 
the United States than any other | 
nation. It has 106 agencies round- 
ing up goods for the sorely strick- 
en victims of that first area of 
bloody conquest. Next cemes Eng: 
land with 90 separate agencies func- 
tioning in its behalf, some of them 
organizations that were created be- 
fore the fall of France to aid the 
allies. Fifty-four agencies still are 
trying to be helpful to France.

PHILADELPHIA, PA. — Starva- 
tion was blamed directly for ‘‘a cer- 
tain number of deaths’? in French 
internment camps in reports just 
received here by the American 
Friends service committee from its 
investigators abroad. 

In some of the camps, specifically 
that at Gura, near the Fyrenees, 
with a heterogeneous population ap- 
proaching 14,000, an ‘‘unbreathable 
atmosphere of human hopelessness”’ 
was reported, with ‘‘an intense de- 
sire to die’’ attributed to most of 
the older refugees. 

“They will not fight any more; 
apathetic, 


waiting for the end,’’ the Gurs ac- 
count asserted. ‘‘Many of the wom- 


en and also of the adolescents have

A very great number of vic- 
tims are to be found among the 
people with chronic sicknesses, and 
among them are convalescents of 
serious illnesses (there are still a 
certain number of convalescents 
from typhoid fever coming from St.

Howell said in an interview that 
the drug gave promise of being an 
anthelmintic—a medium of destroy- 
| ing intestinal worms — of great 
value. 

“Experiments on our horses,’’ he 
said, ‘‘indicate that it is efficient, 
easily administered, non-toxic and 
cheap—which means that for the 
first time the average farmer may 
have a method which is not too ex- 
pensive, to rid his horses of the par- 
asites that weaken them and reduce 
| their resistance to disease.”’ 

Phenothiazine, said Howell, first 
was synthesized in 1885, but was not 
put to practical use until 1934, when 
it was used to destroy mosquito 
larvae.

HARTFORD, CONN.—Suburkan 
Wethersfield and Farmington may 
soon learn that the ‘‘curfew shall 
not ring tonight.’’ Miss Elsie | 
Thompson, treasurer of the Farm- 
ington fund tat has kept the old 
church bell tolling since 1771, an- 
nounced recently that the fund is 
getting low, and ringing of the 
Wethersfield bell already is on a 
volunteer basis.
